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Baker-Polito Administration Vaccine Update, New Holiday Guidance 


The Baker-Polito Ad- 
ministration recently an- 
nounced updates on_ the 
Commonwealth’s distribu- 
tion efforts of the first doses 
of the COVID-19 vaccine as 
well as new guidance from 
the Department of Public 
Health (DPH) to help resi- 
dents celebrate the holiday 
safely. 

On Dec. 14th, the first 
doses of Pfizer’s COVID-19 
vaccine arrived in the Com- 
monwealth. Four hospitals 
received 5,850 first doses 
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that day. 

In addition, 53,625 more 
doses have begun to arrive 
to 17 more hospitals state- 
wide. 

With the approval of 
Moderna’s Emergency Use 
Authorization, the Com- 
monwealth, based on fed- 
eral guidance, has been told 
to anticipate 145,000 doses 
of the Pfizer vaccine and 
120,000 doses of the Mod- 
erna vaccine. In all, the 
Administration expects the 
ee to receive 
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265,000 doses by the end of 
December. 

DPH places vaccine or- 
ders on behalf of the provid- 
ers. From there, the vaccine 
is shipped to the hospital 
or facility directly from the 
manufacturer on behalf of 
the federal government. 

When vaccination be- 
gins, hospitals report data 
into DPH, and DPH and 
the Command Center will 
launch a public dashboard to 
keep track of immunizations 
administered.

Additionally, CVS and 
Walgreens will begin vac- 
cinating in nursing homes 
the week of Dec. 28th un- 
der the CDC’s Long-Term 
Care Pharmacy Partnership 
program. Their doses will 
come from the state’s Pfizer 
allocation, between 40,000 
— 60,000 will be shipped 
to CVS and Walgreens for 
Massachusetts skilled nurs- 
ing facilities. 

Holiday Guidance 

DPH has released De- 
cember Holiday Guidance 
to advise residents on how 
to limit the risk of exposure 
to COVID-19 during holi- 
day activities. 

This year, the Common- 
wealth is asking residents 


to: 

¢ Limit in-person cele- 
brations to household mem- 
bers only 

¢ Postpone or cancel 
travel this holiday season. If 
you do choose to travel, be 
aware of and comply with 
Massachusetts travel order 
requirements. 

¢ Follow the current state 
gathering size limits and 
sector-specific | workplace 
safety standards. 

The DPH guidance also 
provides tips for engaging 
in lower-risk celebrations 
and traditions this holiday 
season, while discouraging 
high risk activities. 
Higher-Risk Celebrations 

and Activities 

¢ Any time you gather 
with others outside of your 
household, you increase 
the risk of contracting or 
spreading illness. All resi- 
dents are discouraged from 


gathering. Gatherings in 
Massachusetts are subject to 
gathering size limits. 

¢ You are risking your 
health and others health if 
you host or participate in 
any in-person festivities 
if you or anyone in your 
household: 

o has been diagnosed 
with COVID-19 and has not 
completed the isolation pe- 
riod; 

o has symptoms of CO- 
VID-19; 

0 is waiting for COV- 
ID-19 viral test results; 

o may have been exposed 
to someone with COVID-19 
in the last 10 days; or 

O is at increased risk of 
severe illness from COV- 
ID-19, such as older adults 
or those with certain medi- 
cal conditions.

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Councillors Favorable 
Reception To Municipal % 
Broadband Concept

City councillors gave a 
warm reception to the idea 
of creating a new municipal 
broadband network in Quin- 
cy that could result in resi- 
dents and businesses paying 
less for internet than they do 
now while providing faster 
and more reliable service. 

Residents likewise indi- 
cated initial support for the 
idea in a survey sent out ear- 
lier this year. 

The City Council on 
Dec. 14 heard a presentation 
on the. municipal broadband 
concept, including an over- 


view of the survey data and- 


cost estimates for the pro- 

posal. 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian 

Cain had first proposed 


studying the idea of launch- . 


ing a municipal broadband 
network in 2018. One year 


later, he and Mayor Thomas 
Koch announced that the 
city would be working with 
EntryPoint Networks to 
study the concept. 

Cain said residents had 
reached out to him because 
they were not happy with 
the internet service they 
receive in the city and the 
price they pay for it. 

“This has been a labor 
of love over the past almost 
three years now,” Cain said 


Dec. 14. “At the time...we . 


had heard from many folks 
in the city who were not re- 
ally satisfied with their in- 
ternet service providers and 
the fact that we only have 
one option for cable and 
internet service here in the 
city of Quincy. 

“The monopoly that that 
company does have allows 
ioe feen a0 be as high as they 


want and service as they are 
going to give it — it doesn’t 
need to be the best because 
there is no competition.” 

Comcast is currently the 
only provider of broadband 
internet in Quincy; Verizon 
offers DSL service, which is 
an older technology, but not 
its high-speed Fios network. 

Cain noted that ‘Comcast 
will soon begin instituting 
data caps in several states, 
including Massachusetts, 
meaning customers who use 
more than 1.2 terabytes of 
data in a month would have 
to pay extra. This comes as 
many people are working 
and attending school re- 
motely amid the pandemic 
and as more people stream 
television programs and 
movies instead of watching 
them on cable.

¢ On Jan. 7, 1789, Congress sets today as the date 
by which states are required to choose electors for 
the country’s first-ever presidential election. A month 
later, on Feb. 4, George Washington was elected presi- 
dent by state electors and sworn into office April 30.

“This is a very omy 
project,” Cain said. 

The presentation to the 
City Council marks the ex- 
tension of the public out- 
reach process, Cain said, 
“So that we can get people 
engaged,” and prepare to go 
to bid to build the new fiber- 
optic network. 

Jeff Christensen of En- 
tryPoint Networks told 
councillors he expects to 
have an updated timeline for 
the project in March. 

Christensen said Com- 
cast having a near mo- 
nopoly on internet service 
in Quincy is not unique to 
the city. The same situation 
has played out in cities and 
towns across the country 
with residents only having 
one or two options available 
for internet service. 

“Customers are - paying 
for a luxury automobile, 
but they are getting a sub- 
compact,” he said. “We're 
not just pulling that out of 
the air. We think people are 
paying premium pricing... 
paying a lot and not getting 
the reliability and speed that 
we now need.” 

EntryPoint § Networks 
previously partnered with 
the city of Ammon, Idaho, to 
build a fiber-optic network 
there. Since then, cities and 
towns throughout the coun- 
try have begun exploring 
the concept of launching 
their own networks, Chris- 
tensen said. He previously 
told councillors Milton and 
Weymouth both expressed 
interest in the idea after 


Quincy began studying the 


concept. 

Quincy officials had sent 
a survey -about internet ser- 
vice to residents along with 
this year’s city census. The 
survey was also available 
online. 


Some 10,000 residents 
responded to the survey, 
Christensen said, 80 percent 
of whom said they were in- 
terested in participating in 
the municipal broadband 
program. 

That same survey 
showed residents currently 
pay $90 a month for internet 
service On average, Chris- 
tensen said. If Quincy were 
to create a municipal broad- 
band network, he said the 
cost for basic internet ser- 
vice could be in the range of 
$48 to $55. 

It would cost about $75 
million to create the munici- 
pal broadband network in 
the city, Christiansen said. 
That number will be refined 
over the coming months as 
the planning process contin- 
ues. It will depend in part on 
how many customers sign 
up for the program and how 
much of the fiber-optic net- 
work is buried underground 
compared to how much of it 
is placed on utility poles. 

Those who switch to the 
network would be respon- 
sible for paying the upfront 
cost. for the installation of 


| the new equipment. Once . 


that initial cost is paid off in 
20 years, Christensen said 


subscribers’ internet - bills” 
would drop to. about $30 ai, 
‘month - $20 of which would 
go to the maintenance of the 


infrastructure and $10 of 
which would go to the inter- 


net service provider, or ISP, 


the customer had chosen. 
Customers, he “stated, 
would have the ability to

If Quincy were to part- 
ner with surrounding towns 
like Milton and Weymouth, 


Christensen said costs could 
be further reduced. For ex- 
ample, the communities 
could choose a single con- 
tractor to .maintain _ their 
fiber-optic _networks and 
pay less as a result. Quin- 
cy has not yet decided if a 
third-party contractor would 
maintain the network or if 
the city would do so on its 
own. - 

There would also — be 
technological benefits to 
working with surrounding 
communities, Christensen 
explained. Someone with 
a business in Quincy and a 
residence in Milton could 
create a private network be- 
tween the two locations, for 
instance. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci asked if the initia- 


tive would have programs in | 


place to provide discounts to 
customers based on their in- 
come. Christensen said that 
would up to the city to de- 
cide.

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Hepatitis C: Should You Be Tested? 


A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Hepatitis means inflam- 
mation of the liver. Tox- 
ins, certain drugs, diseases, 
substantial alcohol use, and 
bacterial and viral infections 
can all cause hepatitis. 

Hepatitis also refers to a 
group of viral infections that 
affect the liver; the most 
common are Hepatitis A, 
Hepatitis B, and Hepatitis C. 

Hepatitis C is a conta- 
gious liver disease that var- 
ies in severity from a mild 
illness lasting a few weeks 
to a severe, lifelong illness 
that attacks the liver. It re- 
sults from infection with 
the Hepatitis C virus which 
is spread chiefly through 
contact with the blood of an 
infected person. Hepatitis C 
can be either acute or chron- 
ic, The Hepatitis C virus can 
survive Outside the body at 
room temperature, and on 
environmental surfaces, for 
up to 3 weeks. 

Acute Hepatitis C virus 
infection is a short-term ill- 
ness that strikes within the 
first 6 months after someone 
is exposed to the Hepatitis C 
virus. 

Chronic Hepatitis C vi- 
rus infection is a long-term 
illness that occurs when the 
virus remains in a person’s 
body. This infection can 
persist for a lifetime and 
lead to critical liver prob-

Hepatitis C is typically 
spread when blood from an 
infected person enters the 
body of someone who is not 
infected. Currently, most 
people become infected 
with Hepatitis C by sharing 
needles or other equipment 
to inject drugs. Before 1992, 
when screening of the blood 
supply began in the United 
States, Hepatitis C was also 
frequently spread through 
organ transplants and blood 
transfusions. 

People can become in- 
fected with the Hepatitis .C 
virus from: 

¢ Sharing needles, sy- 
ringes, or other equipment 
to inject drugs 

¢ Needlestick injuries in 
health care settings 

* Being born to a mother 
who has Hepatitis C 

¢ Sharing personal care 
items that may have come 
in contact with another per- 
son’s blood, such as razors 
or toothbrushes 

¢ Having sexual contact 


Spraggs offers tips to 
employees and employers 
about working from home 
productively during the hol- 
idays: 

How WFH Employees 
Can Overcome 
Holiday Distractions 

¢ Create a mental com- 
mute and brain warm-up. A 
morning routine can help 
clear the mind. and prepare 
for the working mindset. 
“The drive to the office used 
to create a mental separation 
between home life and work 
life and give the worker 
space and time to prepare 
for the day,” Spraggs says. 
“A similar separation time 
is vital at home, especially 
in a holiday atmosphere, in 
order to focus on the work 
tasks ahead. Develop a rou- 
tine, such as reading or ex- 
ercise, that warms up your 
brain.” 

¢ Create must-do lists, 
The holidays are filled with 
gift lists, parties, family ob- 
ligations, baking plans, and 
other tasks that aren’t usu- 
ally on the everyday agenda. 
“When these distractions 
make it difficult to focus,” 
Spraggs says, “it helps to 
start the day with a list of 
work tasks that must be 
completed that day. Priori-

Research has shown 
Hepatitis C is not usually 
spread through licensed, 
commercial tattooing facili- 
ties. However, transmission 
of Hepatitis C is possible 
when poor infection-control 
practices are used during tat- 
tooing or piercing. Hepatitis 
C virus is also not spread 
by sharing eating utensils, 
breastfeeding, hugging, 
kissing, holding hands, 
coughing, or sneezing. It is 
also not spread through food 
or water. 

Certain people are at 
heightened risk for Hepatitis 
C, including: 

¢ Current injection drug 
users 

¢ Past injection drug us- 
ers 

¢ Recipients of donated 
blood, blood products, and 
organs before 1992 

¢ People who received a 
blood product for clotting 
problems made before 1987 

¢ Hemodialysis patients 

¢ People who received 
body piercing or tattoos 
done with non-sterile instru- 
ments 

* People with known ex- 
posures to the Hepatitis C 
virus 

¢ HIV-infected persons 

¢ Children born to moth- 
ers infected with the Hepati- 
tis C virus

tizing them makes it more 
likely they’ll get done, even 
if your mind does veer off 
into visions of sugar plums.” 

¢ Keep your office space 
a quiet place, and show ev- 
eryone the door. 

“Establishing a clear 
boundary is a_ must,” 
Spraggs says. “I strongly 
advise you to put a door be- 
tween you and the rest of the 
household, and keep it shut. 
Otherwise, the home holi- 
day cheer will break your 
concentration as people and 
pets stream in.” 

How Employers Can

Holidays 

¢ Trust, don’t microman- 
age. Some businesses go 
so far as screen- or mouse- 
tracking software on com- 
pany-provided devices to 
check in on their workforce.

Approximately 10%- 
80% of people with acute 
Hepatitis C have no symp- 
toms.

Numerous people who 
are infected with the Hepa- 
titis C virus do not recog- 
nize that they are infected 
because they do not look 
or feel sick. Even if a per- 
son with Hepatitis C has 
no’ symptoms, they can still 
spread the virus to others. 
In those without symptoms, 
Hepatitis C is often detected 
during routine blood tests to 
measure liver function. 

Chronic Hepatitis C is 
a critical disease that can 
result in long-term health 
problems, including liver 
damage, liver failure, liver 


But Spraggs says that type 
of micromanaging can be 
counterproductive as em- 
ployees feel distrusted and 
overly pressured. “Such a 
management practice during 
the holidays comes across 
worse,” she says. “Manag- 
ers can find less intrusive 
ways to help employees 
stay on track, Set targets and 
measure results, preferably 
using online dashboards 
with status reports.

If the level is low, add 
a 50/50 solution of coolant 


-and water to maintain the 


necessary antifreeze capa- 
bility. A 50/50 mix of anti- 
freeze and water will protect 
your car’s engine to -34 de- 
grees. You can test the anti- 
freeze protection level with 
an inexpensive tester avail- 
able at any auto parts store. 
Check the cooling system 
hoses for leaks, cracks or 
loose clamps, too. Any hos- 
es that feel brittle or spongy 
when squeezed should be 
replaced. 

* Ignition: Today we

cars but ignition systems 
can fail. Damaged ignition 
wires, a cracked distributor 
Cap or worn spark plugs can 
make starting difficult. If the 
check engine light is flash- 
ing this indicates an engine 
misfire that could be a result 
of a malfunctioning igni- 
tion system. Driving with a 
flashing check engine light 
will’ permanently damage 
the engine catalytic conver- 
tor - a very expensive repair. 

* Oil: This, is a year- 
round recommendation, but 


certainly worth taking care 


of with the rest of yout win- 
ter prep. Always have your 
oil changed per manufac- 
turer recommendations. You 
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should have all of your vehi- 
cle’s vital fluids checked at 
the same time. Synthetic oil 
is a benefit in nearly every 
vehicle and will allow for 
quicker starts in very cold 
weather. 

* Tires: In areas with 
heavy winter weather, in- 
stalling winter tires on all 
four wheels will provide the 
best traction. Winter tires 
are also formulated to work 
bettér in very cold weather 
conditions due to the stick- 
ier rubber compounds. All- 
season tires work well in 
light-to-moderate snow con- 
ditions provided they have 
adequate tread depth. Ex- 
amine tires for tread depth, 
uneven wearing and cup- 
ping. Uneven tire wear can

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indicate alignment, wheel 
balance or suspension prob- 
lems that must be addressed 
to prevent further tire dam- 
age. 
* Washer fluid: Fill the 
windshield washer fluid res- 
ervoir with a winter clean- 
ing solution that has anti- 
freeze components. Some 
window washer solution is 
rated to just 20 degrees, but 
in cold weather this solu- 
tion can freeze and damage 
the washer system. Look for 
washer fluid that protects 
well below freezing tem- 
peratures. 

* Wipers: Wiper blades 
should completely clear the 
glass with each swipe. Re- 
place any blade that leaves 
Streaks or misses spots.

Consider © installing ‘_all- 
weather wiper blades that 
have a one-piece plastic 
beam frame or winter blades 
that wrap the metal frame in 
a rubber boot.

* Engine Warm up: Ex- 
tensive engine warm ups are 
not necessary even in very 
cold weather. A more fuel- 
efficient technique is once 
the car is running and you 
are settled in with your fa- 
vorite radio station and your 


,seat belt fastened, drive 


reasonably until the engine 
comes up to operating tem- 
perature. This will help ex- 
tend the life of your vehicle.

Claim Now Or Wait?

Dear Rusty: My husband died 13 years ago at age 50. 
I am now 64, never remarried, and work full time making 
a healthy income. I have never claimed any of his benefits. 
What are my best options? Signed: Working Widow 

Dear Working Widow: You have several options avail- 
able as both a widow and a worker entitled to your own 
Social Security benefit. 

1. You could collect a reduced survivor benefit (only) 
from your deceased husband and allow your own SS benefit 
to grow to a larger amount. At age 70, your own benefit will 
be about 29% more than it will be at your full retirement 
age, or FRA, which is 66 years and 4 months (your own 
benefit stops growing at age 70). If you take your survivor 
benefit now, since you are claiming it before you reach your 
FRA it will be reduced by about 11% from the amount your 
husband was eligible to receive at his death. But at your 
FRA your survivor benefit would reach the maximum of 
100% of what your husband was eligible for at his death. 

2. If your survivor benefit from your husband at your 
FRA will be more than your own benefit will be at age 70, 
you should strive to maximize your survivor benefit by 
waiting until your FRA to claim it. You can fihd git what 
your survivor benefit will be by contacting Social Security. 
They can also tell you what your age 70 benefit will be, but 
you can_get that too by creating your “My Social Security” 
account, which is easy to do at www.ssa.gov/myaccount. 

3. If.your own benefit at age 70 will be your, highest 
benefit, you should strive to maximize your petsonial benefit 
by claiming your survivor benefit (only) first, as described 
in 1. above, and delaying the claim for your own benefits 
until age 70. 3 ibe 

But here’s a big red flag: since you still work full time 
at a “healthy income,” be aware that if you claim any SS 
benefit before you have reached your full retirement age, 
you'll be subject to Social Security’s “earnings test” which 
limits how much you can earn before they take away some 
of your benefits. The earnings limit for 2021 will be $18,960 
(changes annually) and if you are collecting early SS ben- 
efits of any type and exceed that limit, they will take back 
benefits equal to $1 for every $2 you are over the limit (half 
of what you exceed the limit by). The earnings test is in 
effect until you reach your full retirement age, after which 
there is no longer a limit to how much you can earn while 
collecting benefits. 

So, what is your best option, considering the above? Well, 
if your earnings from work are substantially more than the 
annual earnings limit, you may find that you will not receive 
any benefits, even if you were to claim. That’s because they 
will “take back” benefits by withholding your future Social 
Security payments until they recover what you owe. For 
example, if your annual earnings are $60,000, you would 
exceed the limit by about $41,000, which would mean you 
would need to repay them $20,500. If your monthly SS 
benefit was about $1500 (about average), they would with- 
hold benefits for about 14 months to recover what you owe, 
meaning you wouldn’t be getting any SS benefits while you 
were earning that much money. Thus, you may find your 
best option right now is to wait until your FRA to claim any 
Social Security benefits. : 

In the interest of full disclosure, there are some nuances 
related to the earnings limit. The limit is higher, and the pen- 
alty less punitive, in the year you reach your FRA (during 
the months before you reach your FRA). And while you may 
gradually recover withheld SS retirement benefits starting at 
your FRA, survivor benefits withheld before your FRA may 
not be fully recovered, depending upon how long after your 
FRA you collect them. if

cifically for battery-electric 
buses, Hamwey said. The 
electric buses will result in 
less noise and air pollution 
in the surrounding neigh- 
borhood than their hybrid or 
diesel counterparts. 

The MBTA currently has 
a fleet of 86 buses main- 
tained at a 110-year-old 
facility at 954 Hancock St. 
“Those buses, which run on 
diesel, are the oldest-in the 
T’s fleet; Hamwey has said 
new models are bigger and 


would not be able to fit in-- 


side the Hancock Street 
building. 

When the new facility in 
South Quincy opens, Ham- 
wey said it would likely 
include a similar number 
of buses, though they will 
be newer hybrid or battery- 
electric models. Between 
20 and 50 battery-electric 
buses will be in use on day 
one when the facility opens, 
he stated. 

The: T would then pur- 
chase additional battery- 


electric buses in the years 
after the new facility opens. 
Hamwey said the site would 
have a maximum capacity 
of 135 buses, but would be 
optimized for 120 buses. 

Sen. John Keenan 
thanked the MBTA for com- 
mitting to the purchase of 
the electric buses. 

“Thank you for listening 
to folks in the community,” 
he said, “This is an impor- 
tant step.” 

David Reich of the Quin- 
cy Climate Action Network 
also welcomed the news. 

“I am grateful to hear 
the MBTA is taking steps 
to adopt battery-electric 
buses,” he said. “Thank you 
very much for listening to 
the concerns of the people 
of the city of Quincy.” 

Keenan said it would be 
important for the MBTA to 
keep working with residents 
and invited anyone with 
concerns about the project 
to reach out to his office. By 
working with the communi- 
ty, he said the MBTA could 


build the best bus facility 
in Massachusetts and in the 
Northeastern United States. 
“This could be a premier 
bus facility,” he said. “That 
is exciting.” 
The MBTA plans to raze 


‘the Lowe’s building and 


construct the new bus facil- 
ity on a slightly larger foot- 
print. The. Lowe’s parking 
would continue to be -used 
for employee parking. 

All bus maintenance and 
charging would take place 
within the first floor of the 
new building. Hamwey said 
this will be the first fully- 
enclosed MBTA bus depot 
where all the buses can be 
maintained and stored in- 
doors. 

“There will not be a giant 
bus area you're looking at,” 
he stated. 

The second floor of the 
building would include 
70,000 square feet of office 
and storage space.

Deeds office within 30 days 
of its execution. 

“During the most recent 
legislative session,” noted 


O’Donnell, “both H.1413 
and $:960 wound their way 
through the legislative pro- 
cess. After both pieces of 
legislation were filed with 
the Massachusetts House 
and Senate Clerks offices 
by lead sponsors Rep. Wil- 
liam Galvin (D-Canton) and 


Sen. John Keenan (D-Quin- 


cy) respectively and given 
a docket number, dozens of 
other state representatives 
and senators signed up as 
co-sponsors. The clerks of- 
fices then gave each piece of 
legislation a bill number (H. 
1413 and $.960). Then each 
bill was assigned to the Joint 
Committee on the Judiciary 
for further consideration. A 
public hearing on the legis-

HOLLYWOOD -- Loyal 
“Jeopardy!” fans were sad- 
dened to learn that their 
favorite host, Alex Trebek, 
had pancreatic cancer. Alex 
vowed he would fight as 
hard as he could to beat it. 
Bravely he soldiered on, tap- 
ing episodes of “Jeopardy” 
until the last two weeks of 
his life. On Nov. 8, at the 
age of 80, he went to host 
that great big “Jeopardy!” 
game in the sky. We'll all 
miss Alex very much, but he 
wanted the show to go on. 
The big question is who can 
fill his shoes? The answer 
is Ken Jennings, the high- 
est earning American game 
show contestant of all time. 
Jennings won 74 consecu- 
tive “Jeopardy!” games with 
the highest average of cor- 
rect responses per game. He 
won $2,520,700 for 74 wins, 
$2,000 for placing second 
in his 75th appearance, 
$500,00 second-place prize 
for the “Jeopardy! Ulti-

IBM Challenge (2011), in 
which he lost to the Watson 
Computer, $100,000 second 
place prize for the “Jeop- 
ardy!

Folk Art Paintings --- Art- 
ists sometimes only make one 
kind of art, perhaps keeping to 
painting, sculpture or jewelry. 
But many try all kinds of art 
before they find the one that 
is best. Self-taught Peter Hunt 
(1896-1967) started paint- 
ing thrift shop furniture with 
peasant designs in 1929. His 
colorful pieces sold quickly 
in Cape Cod and became so 
fashionable that they were 
sold in the furniture depart- 
ments of Macys, Gimbels and 
other well-known department 
stores. Old boxes, school 
desks, strollers, toys, buckets, 
trays, fabrics and more were 
decorated. 

Hunt was handsome, charm- 
ing and clever, and he sold 


his folk art to important so- 


cialites, including ~ Helena 
Rubenstein, who promoted 
his work. He also wrote cook- 
books and how-to guides so 
amateurs could copy his style. 
His painting is compared to 
early Pennsylvania German or 
Norwegian Rosemaling. His 
painted designs were signed 
with “Anno Domini,” the last 
two numbers of the year, and 
his cursive signature. Some- 
times he added French phras- 
es to the decorations. But the 
fad only lasted till the 1960s, 
and he died penniless. 

Peter Hunt’s art is being col- 
lected again. This Hunt doll- 
house, painted inside and out, 
sold at a recent Eldred auc- 
tion for $240. A large piece 
of furniture could bring over 
$1,000.

Nickel silver doesn’t 
contain any silver but is an 
alloy made of about 20% 
nickel, 60% copper and 
20% zinc. In electroplating, 
an electric current is used 
to deposit a thin layer of 
silver onto the base metal. 
The process came into com- 
mercial use about 1840. 
Modern silver plate trays 
are almost impossible to 
sell and have no melt down 
value since they aren’t sol- 
id silver.

state and even between cities. 
When the first lockdown rules 
‘began to ease, back in June, 
the guidance from the Centers 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention to veterinary offices 
was to prioritize emergency 
and urgent visits first, fol- 
lowed by routine visits. Some 
States explicitly designated 
veterinary practice as an es- 
sential service, allowing them 
to remain open even during 
strict lockdown phases.

Endplays seldom come about by 
themselves. Declarer must usually do 
at least Some preliminary preparation 
to develop the end position he seeks 

Consider the present case where 
West leads the king of clubs against 
four spades doubled, then shifts to 
the King of diamonds at trick two. 
Declarer wins with dummy’s ace and 


sees that if the missing cards are badly 
stacked against him, he could lose a 
spade and two hearts tn addition to the 
club already lost 

South has no control over the trump 
loser if the spades are divided 2-0, so 
he should focus on holding himself to 
one heart loser instead of two. In line 
with this, he ruffs a diamond at trick 
three, the first step in the elimination 
process that he hopes will produce the 
desired result. Without this diamond 
ruff, South would lose the contract. 

He next plays the ace of trump, on 
which East shows out, and continues 
by ruffing a club, a diamond, aclub and, 
finally, dummy’s last diamond. Having 
eliminated all the clubs and diamonds 
from his own hand and dummy, South 
is ready for the coup de grace. 

At this point, dummy has three 
hearts and two trumps, as does South, 
while West is down to three hearts, 
a club and the trump king. Declarer 
now puts West on lead with a trump

Learn Right Way 
To Use A Cane 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I 
have Parkinson’s disease, and 
balance is an issue. I have 
been using a cane on the right 
side, my weak leg side. I have 
seen videos that say a cane 
should be used on a person’s 
uninjured side. I tilt to the 
right and catch my balance 
without cane support in most 
cases. Which side do you sug- 
gest I use for better and faster 
movement? -- J.C.A. 

ANSWER: A cane is nor- 
mally used on the “good” side, 
the side opposite of the one 
that needs support. However, I 
refer every patient with a cane 
to a physical or occupational 
therapist, since the cane should 
be the proper type, the proper 
height and used in the correct 
hand. Also, people need to be 
instructed on how to.use it prop- 
erly. Up to 70% of people with 


canes don’t use them properly, 


and as such won’t get the help 
they could be getting. Almost 
half of people will abandon 
them. A skilled therapist can 
help you get the most benefit 
from the cane. - 

I have read that canes with 
built-in laser lights can be par- 
ticularly helpful for people 
with Parkinson’s. This might be 
something to look into as well. 
These are valuable for people 
with “freezing” of gait.

DEAR DR. ROACH: You 
put my life into disarray as I 
read your column on the risk 
of recurrence with respect 
to breast cancer!-I promptly 
grabbed my retired patholo- 
gist husband, and he was 
floored also. He accessed re- 
spected medical sites online, 


and we cannot find any stat- 
ing that “women with estro- 
gen receptor positive, proges- 
terone receptor positive and 
HER2 negative tumors are 
more likely to experience re- 
currence.” What research are 
you looking at? 

I was told by my breast 
surgeon, oncologist and radi- 
ologist that I am in the best 
possible position with breast 
cancer. If this is an actual er- 
ror, you'll have a whole na- 
tion of readers and breast 
cancer survivors in an anx- 
ious state and the phones 
of providers ringing off the 
hook! Please tell me that this 
was a misprint. -- 7.W. 

ANSWER: It is not a mis- 
print. 

The issue is that risk factors 
for late recurrences are differ- 
ent from overall prognostic 
findings. Because fortunately 
late recurrences are relatively 
rare, they don’t have a major 


effect on overall prognosis, 


which is where I think you and 
your husband may be looking. 
Specifically,  triple-negative 
tumors (ER negative, PR nega- 
tive, HER-2 negative) have a 
worse overall prognosis, but 
survivors have a low risk of re- 
currence if they get through the 
first five years. ‘ 

I-am putting some of the 
original research onto my page 
at facebook.com/keithroach- 
md1. 

I must note that there are 
more sophisticated genetic 
markers that can help predict 
recurrence. My column.lacks 
space to go into those, but your 
oncologist can speak to you 
about them. 

I am sorry your life is in dis- 
array. I don’t mean to increase 
your anxiety. Perhaps it would 
help if I noted that according to 
one of the studies I am posting, 
recurrence rate in the 20 years 
after diagnosis is only 1.4% per 
year for ER+ women with no 
lymph nodes positive.for can- 
cer.

As he was 
traveling on Washington Street, he randomly queried the 
registration plate of the vehicle traveling in front of him.

senger as well. Officer Foley noticed that the passenger 
was sitting calmly, but the driver was sweating profusely 
even though his vehicle was turned off and the outside 
temperature was approximately 27 degrees. 

Suspecting criminal activity was present, Officer Fol- 
ey advised the operator of his Miranda rights to which he 
said he understood. He asked the operator who owned 
the vehicle and license plate. The driver stated “the car is 
mine and my dad gave me the license plate.” Officer Fol- 
ey asked what his father’s name was and he responded 
“Jean.” Officer Foley knew this to be a lie, based on the 
earlier query of the license plate. Officer Dabilis arrived 
on scene and assisted Officer Foley. 

Officer Foley asked both occupants for an ID (the op- 


erator was not wearing his seatbelt). Neither occupant _ 


could provide an ID and the operator could not provide 
a vehicle registration. They provided Officer Foley with 
their information and he returned to his cruiser with Of- 
ficer Dabilis standing by with the two men still seated in 
the Kia. CJIS queries of both men revealed both had open 
firearms cases and the operator had a suspended license. 

Office Foley re-approached the Kia on the driver’s 
side and told Officer Dabilis to use caution as both men 
had open firearms cases. Based on the totality of the cir- 
cumstances (suspended license, unregistered/uninsured 
motor vehicle) Officer Foley requested the operator step 
out of the vehicle. Because neither man had a license and 
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Officer Foley had probable cause the vehicle was unreg- 
istered and uninsured, the vehicle would have to be in- 
ventoried and towed.

Imagine’ being a Christ- 
mas tree in a forest that is 
overlooked every holiday 
season — watching children 
and their parents picking 
out trees all around you and 
leaving you there all alone. 
Instead of feeling sorry for 
yourself, you find a way to 
see the good in others. 

Toby Timber: The Christ- 
mas Tree with the Kindest 
Heart, penned by first-time 
Quincy author Angela Ho- 
grell Cary, tells the story of 
a Christmas tree who can 
look beyond himself and 
spread kindness. 

“Toby's kindness comes 
from his selflessness and 
that he cares more about 
others than himself-and can 
share in the happiness of 
others,” Cary said in a re- 
cent interview. “He never 
gets picked, but what makes 
him happy is how the chil- 
dren feel when they pick the 
right tree. He hears all the 


stories and shares the stories 
with a friend he meets.” 

A little girl notices that 
Toby is alone and makes a 
snowman named Sunny to 
keep him company because 
all the other trees have been 
chosen. 

“The name, Sunny, is 
ironic since he doesn’t melt 
when the sun comes out,” 
she said. 

Cary said the story is 
about kindness and benevo- 
lence. 

“Tt’s not how he feels, it’s 
about how everybody else 
feels that makes the season 
right for them,” she said. 

Cary explained that kind- 
ness is something that she 
passes along to her two chil- 
dren, ages 10 and 13. 

“One of the things I try 
to instill on my children is 
that small acts of kindness 
can make a huge impact on 
someone,” she said. 

The lifelong Quincy 


resident who went through 
the Quincy Public School 
system, went on to college 
with her sights on being an 
educator. She worked as a 
preschool teacher. 

She was inspired to write 
a children’s book after see- 
ing the messages that chil- 
dren’s books express. 

“I like the messages that 
children’s books have,” she 
said. “I thought ‘If I could 
only write one of my own.’” 

Cary always -enjoyed 
crafts and drawing. Her ar- 
tistic talents came into play 
for creating the book. 

One day late last year 
while doodling, Cary cre- 
ated a sketch of a Christ- 
mas tree she named Toby. 
The character, Toby Timber 
was born and the idea for 
the book was flushed out 
from there over the next few 
months, 

In addition to writing the 
story, Cary also illustrated 


the characters. 

“As I was writing the 
story, | decided what char- 
acters would be good,” she 
said. “I made them up as I 
went along.” 

She published the book 
through Amazon. It re- 
ceived favorable attention af 
first, then a lull, and recently 
picked up again as the holi- 
day season approached. 

Cary said she is “very ex- 
cited” about having written 
and published her first book.
